Mariners Puzzled by Complete
Disappearance of Noble and

Cre wof 2 0.

Duluth. Minn., April 30. Not a stick
of new wreckage, not a body, nor
g'Jmpse of the hulk of the steamer
Benjamin Noble was visible on the
placid bosom of Lake Superior today.
Mariners are puzzled and laymen make
no attempt to explain the mystery ot
the disappearance of the Noble and a
crew of 20. AH overdue boats have
been accounted for.

Details of where and when the ves
sel foundered probably never will be
known. There is a possibility that the
steamer grounded on either the north
or south shore and was broken up by
the waves, but the general belief is
that the vessel missed the Duluth en
trance, struck the point and foundered
in deep water.

Last report of the vessel received by
the local agents shows that it passed
up the Soo A?ril 25 at 7 a. m. laden
with iron for Duluth. Under good
weather conditions It should have ar
rived three days ago, and the local
agents have been anxious regarding
the boat ever since the storm began
Monday night.

Built at Wyandotte, Mich., four years
ago and being 239 feet In length, with
42-fo- beam, it was believed that the
boat would be able to breast the fierc-

est gales of the lakes. Its cargo should
have been a valuable asset In assuring
safety in a high wind on the deep
waters of the lake, as it was steadying
ballast until the hatches were washed
off.

One Amendment Provides That Treaty
Rights of United States Shall

Not Be Affected.

Washington, April 30. Administra
tion leaders yesterday yon the second
round of the fight to repeal the tolls
exemption provision of the Panama
canal act when the senate canals com
mittee, by a vote of 8 to 6. ordered
the bouse bill carrying the repeal re
ported to the senate.

Coupled with the bill will be report
ed an amendment proposed by Senator
Simmons and approved by the com-
mittee, which reads as follows: -

"Provided, that neither the passage
of this act, nor anything therein con-

tained, 6hall be construed or held as
waiving, impairing or affecting any
treaty or other right possessed by the
United States."

This amendment has been seen by
President Wilson, and is said to have
his approval. Administration leaders
are confident that with it attached
the repeal bill will be passed by the
senate, and some senators opposed to
repeal agreed with this view.

Adverse Effort Defeated.
AH efforts made in the committee

yesterday to report the houce bill ad
versely were defeated, as were ef
forts to attach other amendments or
to report a substitute for the bill itself.
The report of the committee will be
made without recommendation, and
the scene of the fight for and against
repeal will be shifted to the floor.

Chairman O'Gorman, for the commit
tee, expected to report the bill with
the amendment late today, and in ac-

cordance with the committee's direc-
tion will ask that it be placed on the
senate calendar.

Senator Simmons, credited with
leadership of the forces, aligned with
President Wilson for repeal, will ask
that the bill be made the unfinished
business of the senate, and if this sug
gestion is agreed to the battle will be
gin at once.

Senator Simmons said last night he
believed the great interest in the sub-
ject throughout the country warranted
an effort on the part of the senate to
dispose of it as quickly as possible.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 30.

BRYAN ANNOUNCED HE HAD
NOTIFIED THE SOUTH AMERICAN
MEDIATORS THIS GOVERNMENT
"WOULD ASSUME THERE WOULD
BE NO HOSTILITIES BETWEEN THE
UNITED STATES AND THE
HUERTA GOVERNMENT DURING
THE PROGRESS OF MEDIATION."

Washington, April 30. It was as
serted here on unquestionable author
ity that the South American envoys,
seeking to avert m Mexico,
have appealed to European govern
ments for friendly offices to facilitate
mediation between 'Mexico and the
United States. The appeal. It was
stated, did not include a request, as
reported from abroad, that the powers
use their influence upon. President
Wilson to name conditions which
would insure success of negotiations.

Carranza's acceptance of the invita-
tion to enter the preliminaries of pro-
posed mediation was confirmed early
today. Carranza made no reference to
Mexico's Internal strife, tt is believed
the next move of the South American
envoys will be a request for an armis-
tice between Huerta and the northern
rebels, thus bringing within range all
elements affected by the long strife in
Mexico.

The diplomatic situation continued
to overshadow interest In the plans of
the army and navy for future develop-
ments. Assumption of supreme com-
mand at Vera Cruz by General Fun-sto- n

was the feature of the day in the
southern field, and provisions for hun-
dreds of refugees arriving at United
States points and care of those who
still remain in Mexico kept military
officials busy.. The constitutionalists'
attack on Tampico continued today
and American Consul Miller is arrang-
ing to turn over affairs to the British
consul.

, Request Bears Fruit.
The request to the powers, it Is de-

clared, already has borne fruit, aa sev-
eral diplomatic representative of
European nations have consulted with
Bryan with relation to negotiation.
It is believed here that any step taken
by European governments probably
would be limited to emphasizing the
hope that mediation would be success-
ful and their desire to facilitate this
purpose.

Truce Believed In Force. 5
